The man turned and ran through

He was put in 
jail, however,

of 
Little 
Creve Cœur Lake about two years. 
He is charged with repeatedly vi­ 
olating 
the 
persons 
of his three 
stepdaughters, Frances, Sarah and 
Carrie Thorn, during the past year. 
Frances is 14 years old, Carrie 12 
and Sarah 10. 
The first informa­ 
tion concerning the horrible doings 
of Scott was given 
by one of the 
girls, Frances, to Fred Sanguinet, a 
a butcher of Clayton, who supplies 
the people of the Creve Cœur Lake 
neighborhood with meat. 
Last week the 
girl 
hailed Mr. 
Sanguinet while he was driving on 
the road near the Scott home and 
told him her horrible story. 
She 
said Scott commenced to abAise her 
about a year ago, when, after he 
had almost beaten her to death, he 
violated her person. He repeated the 
act almost daily for several weeks, 
and 
then he 
attacked 
her 
two 
younger sisters and abused them in 
a more brutal manner than he did 
herself. 
Several times he almost 
killed the lo-year-old girl. 
The girl requested Mr. Sanguinet 
to send her and her two sisters relief 
as soon as possible, and last Friday 
evening he informed Sheriff Garrett, 
and on Saturday 
Deputy 
Sheriff 
Edmond Hencken was detailed to 
investigate the story and if found 
true to arrest Scott and take him 
before Justice B. J. Caffery. 
The house in which Scott lived 
with his three stepdaughters was 
surrounded 
by 
water 
overflowed 
from the lake, and the Deputy Sher­ 
iff was compelled to employ a wagon 
to 
reach 
the 
house. 
He 
found 
Scott in or near the house, arrested 
him and took him before Justice 
Caffrey, who sent him to the county 
jail to await a preliminary hearing 
next Monday. 
Scott was seen in jail at Clayton 
yesterday afternoon and when ques­ 
tioned concerning the charges pre­ 
ferred against him he appeared to

little 
concerned about 
them. 
He said he was 
as innocent as a 
lamb; that he had never mistreated 
the girls. He said his wife's brother, 
Howard Brooks,
